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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

Claims 1,2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hope and Rich in view of Lichtinger et al. 

Hope (fig. 4) discloses a mouse pad that is attached to an armrest by means of 
Velcro straps. Rich (figs. 4-6) teaches the use of Velcro strips to secure a pad to an 
armrest. Lichtinger et al (figs. 4,6) teaches the interchangeability of Velcro strips 
and magnets to secure a component to a seat. In view of these suggestions, to have 
modified the Hope securing means by substituting magnets therefor, would have 
been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art, thereby providing a more easily 
disconnected mouse pad. To have utilized adhesive to secure the magnets to the 
armrest would have been well within the level of skill in the art, as the use of 
adhesive magnet strips is conventional and well known in the art. 

In regards to claim 4, Lichtinger et al shows recesses for the magnets. 

Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the prior art as applied to claims 1,2, and 4 above, and further in view of 
Garcia et al. 
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The use of detachable wrist rests for a mouse supporting platform is shown to 
be old and well known in the art by Garcia et al (fig. 3), and in view of this 
suggestion, to have provided the mouse pad of Hope with a detachable rest for the 
user's wrist, would have been an obvious modification to one with ordinary skill in 
the art. To have utilized magnets therefor, in place of the Velcro, would have been 
well within the level of skill in the art, in view of the previous teaching of 
Lichtinger. 

Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Froelich, Adkins, Wemyss, and Gilbertson show various features of the 
invention.
